TRADE CONDITIONS. 


The Eau Claire Leader in a lengthy 


editorial accuses the 
grocerymen 


of the city o£ forming a combination 
to prevent cutting prices and adver- 
tising. The paper claims that the 
combine is doing great injustice to 
the city of Eau Claire and that thous- 
ands of dollars worth of trade is 
going to surrounding towns as- the 
result: 


•It cites a number 
of 
instances 


•where farmers have marketed their 
grain in other towns, because they 
would not pay exhorbitant prices for 
groceries, and that all lines of bus- 
iness as well as the reputation of the 
city is suffering in consequence. 


The rules are so rigidly enforced 


that the small dealer who had a stock 
of over ripe .fruit was ndt permitted 
to advertise it at a. reduced price, 
and was obliged to lose it.• . 


The "Leader" is an old -and reli- 


able paper and has been interested 
in the development of Eau Claire for 
many years. It has reasons to criti- 
size the action of the local merchants 
when they adopt a policy that is detri- 
mental to the welfare of the city. 
Yet it hardly seems possible that a 
class of 'intelligent 
'business imen 


should be so short sighted. 


Of course the first ambition of 


every man in truth, is to make con- 
ey, and men who are capable of doing 
•business, usually recognize the con- 
ditions that -contribute to success. 
The local merchant, if at all discern- 
ing very soon discovers that the home 
market, on which his trade absolute- 
ly depends, is worth .cultivating to 
the. highest degree, and the growth 
and; prosperity of his town is of first 
importance. He is constantly devis- 
ing', ways and means to let the peo- 
ple; know that he is i.n business, and 
that the public is missing a great op- 
portunity if it: fails to visit his place 
of business. To his notion there is 
no ,town, or no place where bargains 
are: so numerous as his particular 
store. 
. 


Fill a town with this class of busi- 


ness men, an you have an up-to-date 
Wide awake community. 
The . suc- 


cessful merchant never stops to ask 
himself the question ,"Hbw much can 
I afford to spend to advance, my busi- 
ness." He is only interested to know 
how much he can increase his busi- 
ness by advertising. 


He has discovered by observation 


that a roan may have a store full of 
goods, at reasonable prices, and un- 
less the people find it out, the goods 
will mildew on the shelves and the 
man will die of dry rot. He clcn't 
want that kind of an experience and 
so he adopts progressive methods.. 


He keeps out of combines and says 


to 'competition, both at home and in 
surrounding towns, I don't allow any 
man to tinder sell me on goods that 
he buys honestly. 


The business men of Eau Claire 


are making a mistake in not recog 
nlzing what Janesville business men 
have long since discovered, that the 
newspaper is the index of the town 
That every paper that goes out load 
ed with crisp announcements, speaks 
volumes for the success of the city 
where it is located. That when a 
stranger picks it up, he nays at 
..glance, "There's a good l,ive town, 
and ought to be a. good place to live. 


The business man, whether in Eau 


. Claire or any where else, who ima- 


gines that he can go into his shell, 
and do business successfully, might 
as well take down his sign, and save 
the sheriff the trouble of putting up 
the shutters. If all of the merchants 
of Eau Claire should adopt the penny 
wise policy of the grocerymen, their 
city would be a graveyard in six 
months.

TITLES FOR LAWYERS. 


Tlie One Learned Profession WIii«li 


IN Wiiliout » K:iiidlc. 


"It has always Koomoil strange to me 


that the legal profession, which is one o£ 
the foremost of the learned professions, 
may bestow upon its members no dis- 
tinctive title, as can the medical, for in- 
stance," said a member of the District 
bar to a reporter. 


"A man came in my olfice the other 


day and handed me his card, which bore 
t\vo or three initial letters at the end of 
his name. 
He was a compoundcr of 


drugs; not a druggist in the sense that 
he owned a drug store, though he might 
have.owned unc 
1, but he was licensed to 


put up prescriptions and thi.TOi'ore en- 
titled to place certain distinctive letters 
after his name. 


"A man upon graduating in medicine is 


authorized to place after his name the 
letters 'M. D.,' which signify that ho is 
a doctor of medicine, and the public by 
courtesy and lung fixed and established 
custom calls him 'Dr.,' which is a dis- 
tinction above that of the average man 
in life. To call a physician 'Mr.' would 
be grounds almost for a duel, would 
be taken ns an insult and certainly a 
slight. 
Physicians are very scrupulous 


in applying thuir titles to one another, 
and in a hospital when half a doxen phy- 
sicians are together the tillo 'Dr.' is ap- 
plied so often that it may bo scooped up 
fairly. 


"This is as it should be, but none will 


deny that the profession of the law is not 
ns learned and as ancient as that of med- 
icine. 
A lawyer should have some dis- 


tinctive title which would he; recognized 
by the public and by the law and be sus- 
ceptible of protection by the law, as is the 
title of M. D., which is an ol't'cuso to as- 
sume if the holder is not legally entitled 
thereto. 
But a lawyer, until he ascends 


to the bench, is simple 'Mr.,' like any 
man who can neither read nor write. 


"Even veterinary surgeons assume the 


title of 'Dr.';' civil engineers may place 
the initials 'C. E.' after their .names; 
dentists also assume the title of 'Dr.' 
and the initials 'D. D. S.;' the calling of 
n minister is made distinctive by the pre- 
fix 'Hev.,1' and upon the conferring of 
certain degrees the recipient may be and 
is saluted as 'Dr.' 
In short, all of the 


actually learned professions and some 
'professions' which are not learned be- 
stow upon thuir members a distinctive 
title except my own. 


"The legal profession is itself to blame. 


It should years and years ago have 
adopted a title such as, for example only, 
'Judge,' thrown around it the safeguard- 
lug protection of the law, of which its 
members are tlic makers and construct- 
ors, prosecuted all men who attempted to 
use it without license and cherished it in 
a general way as zealously aud as care- 
fully as docs the medical profession its 
badge of distinction. In this way the so 
called shysters could be rooted out and 
exterminated ns thoroughly as the medi- 
cal profession suppresses spurious prac- 
titioners of medicine, and a decided tone 
would bo imparted to the profession at 
large. ~ 


"The 
restrictions governing entrance 


into the legal profession would bo drawn 
tighter and made more dillictilt, its mem- 
bership considerably lessened in all prob- 
ability, and every man when lie was dis- 
possessed from a government position 
would be estopped from hanging out his 
shingle as an 'attorney,' to the material 
protit of the public at large. 


"The great dilliculty would be .at this 


time in deciding upon the proper designa- 
tion. If it hnd been determined in Black- 
stone's day, it would have been too firm- 
ly fixed now to admit of question. It is 
quite likely, however, that the learned 
profession of the law, having existed for 
centuries without a title, will have to 
continue for all time to come to struggle 
along under the indefinite designation of 
'Mr.' "—Washington Star.
